Something epic is happening 
in HRM this weekend, and it 
has nothing to do with cele¬ 
brating our country’s birthday. 

Dartmouth will be home to 
the first official long-distance 
triathlon in Atlantic Canada 
on Sunday, when more than 
100 people swim, bike and run 
around the Lake Banoolc area. 

But the race, titled EPIC 


Dartmouth Triathlon, hasn’t 
been in the works for that 
long. 

In fact, race director Tim 
Chesnutt said it was developed 
out of a training day for local 
athletes who wanted to prac¬ 
tise for a similar triathlon in 
Quebec. 

“And then my wife, who’s 
a consummate competitor, 


she said, ‘You know it’s a great 
idea but I wouldn’t do it unless 
it was a real race,”’ Chesnutt 
laughed. 

With the support of local 
triathletes, Chesnutt built a 
race that winds its way through 
180 kilometres of bike trails, 
42 kilometres of road, and of 
course, a 3.8-kilometre swim 
in the waters of Lake Banoolc. 


He said the start of the tri¬ 
athlon is one of the best parts 
of the whole race, with the 
first of three divisions taking 
to the water at 7 a.m. 

“The spectacle of 100 
people striking out all at once 
in the water, it’s exciting,” 
Chesnutt explained. 

Spectators can easily watch 
the swimmers from the shore, 
and then when the athletes 
hop on their bikes for the 
second leg of the race, there 
will be trick water-slciers for 
entertainment until 1:30 p.m. 

If you want to stay for the 
final running portion as well, 
competitors will be visible all 
along Waverly Road and into 
Shubie Park.

No money. City says 
building a pedway for 
busy Dartmouth street 
just isn't in the budget

Mike Shaw has had to person¬ 
ally “rescue” some of the ten¬ 
ants from Metropolitan Place 


attempting to cross Wyse Road. 

Now those tenants are call¬ 
ing on the municipality to in¬ 
stall a pedway above the busy 
downtown Dartmouth street. 

Shaw works for CREIT 
Management, which man¬ 
ages Metropolitan Place at 99 
Wyse Road. He said the traf¬ 
fic, combined at times with 
inclement weather, has cre¬ 
ated too many close calls. 

Shaw circulated a letter 
to the office building’s ten¬ 
ants on Tuesday outlining the 


issue. He wants them to at¬ 
tach their names to a letter to 
Mayor Peter Kelly and Coun. 
Gloria McCluskey requesting 
a pedway for the road. Shaw 
said he’s received about 30 
positive responses so far. 

But McCluskey said she ap¬ 
proached city staff with the 
idea twice before, and was 
told there was no money for 
the project. 

“If they put a pedway there, 
how many other pedways 
(would be called for)?” said Mc¬ 


Cluskey. “It’s a bad spot... but 
it’s not the only bad spot, is the 
point I’m making. I’d love to 
put a pedway there.” 

The road has a clearly 
marked crosswalk, as well as 
crossing lights. Still, McClus¬ 
key acknowledged the area 
can be dangerous. 

“You have to be extremely 
careful before you even step 
(into the crosswalk),” said Mc- 
Clulcsey. “(Drivers) are com¬ 
ing off the bridge, they’re 
coming straight through.”

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Supreme Court to 
hear Macintosh case 


Sex convictions 
quashed. High court 
could reinstate 
convictions, order new 
trial or uphold appeal 
court decision 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
will hear an appeal of a lower 
court’s decision to throw out 17 
sex-offence convictions against 
a Cape Breton man involving 
boys in the 1970s. 

The Nova Scotia Court of 
Appeal overturned convictions 
on eight counts of indecent as¬ 
sault and nine counts of gross 
indecency against Ernest Fen¬ 
wick Macintosh last year, ruling 
that a 14-year delay between

The lawsuit claims that 
monthly “system-access fees” 
were created in response to 
annual fees charged by the 
government. 

However, “these fees 
amount to less than 20 per 
cent of the additional char¬ 
ges being charged to their 
customers under the guise of 
government taxes,” the claim 
says. 

The access-fee charge, typ¬ 
ically $6.95, “bears no relation

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Canadians turn over new patriotic leaf

National pride swells. 

Canada is becoming a 
nation of flag wavers, 
new survey shows 


The provocative results of 
a new survey challenge the 
long-held notion that Can¬ 
adians are reluctant to be as 
outwardly patriotic as their 
brash American neighbours. 

The Ipsos-Reid online sur¬ 
vey of 1,100 people — con¬ 
ducted for the Historica-Do- 
minion Institute in the days 
leading up to the Canada Day 
long weekend — suggest the 
Canadian sense of national 
pride is becoming an in-your- 
face swagger. 


That is particularly true 
when it comes to the coun¬ 
try’s most potent national 
symbol: The maple leaf. 

One in five of those sur¬ 
veyed said they would con¬ 
sider getting a tattoo of a 
Canadian flag somewhere on 
their body. They didn’t say 
where. 

But respondents from 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
seemed the most eager, as 
well as those under 55. 

“We’re talking about a 
country that traditionally 
was not very extroverted in 
a way that Americans or Brits 
are,” said Jeremy Diamond, 
the institute’s national direc¬ 
tor. 

“We’re breaking a mould 
here. We’re breaking out of 


our conservative feelings that 
the flag should only be flown 
a certain way.” 

In fact, 74 per cent of 
those surveyed agreed that 


displaying the flag in any 
way possible is appropriate, 
including on their underwear 
(61 per cent) or on a garage 
(86 per cent), the Canadian press 


• The survey suggests that 
when it comes to the maple 
leaf, Canadians consider it 
their overwhelming choice 
for a national symbol, at 
59 per cent — and they like 
seeing it everywhere, even on 
their underwear. 


• The Mounties in red serge, 
industrious beavers and 
well-worn hockey jerseys 


— these stodgy icons each 
garnered only 10 per cent 
support when respondents 
were asked to pick a national 
symbol. 


• The polar bear, Inukshuk 
and canoe were even further 
behind. Poutine wafted into 

the survey at two per cent, 
smothering Anne of Green 
Gables at one per cent.

Egypt’s new first lady Naglaa Ali 
Mahmoud and her predecessor 
Suzanne Mubarak share one 
thing in common: Both have 
seen their husbands and sons 
detained in prison. 

The similarities appear to 
end there. Suzanne Mubarak 
was an elegant, sophisticated 
university graduate with a Brit¬ 
ish mother. She was criticized 
for being elitist, vain, self-im¬ 
portant, overbearing and ob¬ 
livious to the plight of ordinary 
Egyptians. 

By contrast, Islamist 
president-elect Mohammed 
Morsi’s wife is a conservative, 
Muslim who wears a veil and 
did not attend college.

U.S. Supreme Court 
upholds insurance law 


Partisan divide. 

Obama’s health-care 
changes have been 
sharply criticized in the 
run-up to elections 


The U.S. Supreme Court on 
Thursday upheld the heart 
of President Barack Obama’s 
health-care overhaul, handing 
him a huge election-year pol¬ 
itical victory and keeping in 
force the legislative centrepiece 
of his term, a law aimed at cov¬ 
ering more than 30-million un¬ 
insured Americans. 

The decision means the his¬ 
toric overhaul — opposed by 
virtually all Republicans includ¬ 
ing Mitt Romney, Obama’s chal¬ 
lenger — will continue to go 
into effect over the next several 
years, affecting the way that 
countless Americans receive 
and pay for their medical care. 

The decision, written by 
conservative Chief Justice John 
Roberts, sided with Obama 
on the centrepiece of the law, 
which requires all Americans to 
have health insurance or face a 
federal fine. 

“Whatever the politics, to¬ 
day’s decision was a victory for 
people all over this country,” 
Obama said, speaking on na¬ 
tional television. 

“It should be pretty clear 
by now that I didn’t do this 
because it was good politics,” 
he said. “I did it because it was 
good for the countiy.” 

By letting the law stand, 
the decision keeps the U.S. 
on a course toward joining all 
other major developed coun¬ 
tries in guaranteeing health 
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care for all its citizens. 

Republicans were quick to 
respond. Romney said his mis¬ 
sion now was to see the over¬ 
haul repealed, calling the chan¬ 
ges in the system “bad law.” 

Republican Party Chair¬ 
man Reince Priebus added in a 
statement: “Today’s Supreme 
Court decision sets the stakes 
for the November election. 
Now, the only way to save the 
countiy from Obamacare’s 
budget-busting government 
takeover of health care is to 
elect a new president.” 

Polls show a majority of 
Americans do not support the 
health-care overhaul, which, 


ironically, was based on a plan 
put in place in Massachusetts 
when Romney was governor 
there. The Massachusetts law 
has been widely supported by 
residents since it took effect in 
2006. While Romney defends 
his plan, he has said such chan¬ 
ges should be left to states and 
not be imposed by the federal 
government. He has promised 
to revoke the overhaul if he 
wins the election in November. 

The court’s liberal justices, 
Stephen Breyer, Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg, Elena Kagan and 
Sonia Sotomayor, joined Rob¬ 
erts in the decision.

No U.S. citizenship 
for war criminal 


John Demjanjuk.

A U.S. appeals court on Thurs¬ 
day rejected a request to re¬ 
store the U.S. citizenship of a 
recently deceased autoworker 
convicted of Nazi war crimes. 

The court ruled that John 
Demjanjuk cannot regain his 
citizenship posthumously. 

Demjanjuk died March 17 


in Germany at age 91. His de¬ 
fence attorneys had said the 
U.S. government withheld 
potentially helpful material in 
his case and asked the court to 
restore his citizenship. 

One of Demjanjuk’s at¬ 
torneys said the defence was 
evaluating the opinion. There 
was no immediate comment 
from Demjanjuk’s family. 

The Ukraine-born Demjan¬ 
juk lived for decades in the 
U.S. before he was convicted 
by a German court in May 
2011 on 28,060 counts of be¬ 
ing an accessory to murder 
at the Sobibor death camp in 
Nazi-occupied Poland.

The United States will be al¬ 
lowed to share information 
about Canadians with other 
countries under a sweeping 
new border deal. 

A newly released bination¬ 
al privacy charter says that in 
most cases it won’t have to 
tell Canada about its plan to 
pass along the information. 

Information-sharing about 
security cases has sometimes 
been a sore point between 
the two countries since the 
9-11 terrorist attacks. 

Canada and the U.S. joint¬ 
ly released the 12-point state¬ 
ment of privacy principles 
Thursday, covering areas in¬ 
cluding data quality, informa¬ 
tion security, effective over¬ 
sight, and redress for people 
whose privacy is infringed. 

The principles help flesh 
out a perimeter-security deal 
struck by the two countries 
last year. 

The deal is intended to 
help smooth the passage of 
people and cargo over the 
Canada-U.S. border while bol¬ 
stering continental security. 

The most contentious fea¬ 
ture could be the plan to ex¬ 
change entry information col¬ 
lected from all persons at the 
border, which would serve 
as a record of exit from the 
other country. 

The privacy charter’s pre¬ 
amble says greater informa¬ 
tion sharing between Canada 
and the U.S. “is vital to pro¬ 
tecting the security of our

The principles say Canada 
or the U.S. may transfer in¬ 
formation received from the 
other to a third country.

ally abroad. However, the U.S. 
could do so only if American 
law allowed it. 

In the absence of such 
“international agreements 
and arrangements,” the U.S. 
must inform Canada prior to 
the transfer, or as soon as pos¬ 
sible after the transfer in the 
case of urgent circumstances. 

The federal privacy com¬ 
missioner’s office, which was 
consulted during drafting of 
the principles, said Thursday 
it would “take some time to 
read these in order to see how 
any suggestions we provided 
may have been reflected.”

G20 protests. Agency ‘in 
the dark’ about policing 


Skilled workers. Popular 
immigrant plans on hold 


A new report concludes the 
civilian agency responsible 
for oversight of Toronto po¬ 
lice found itself largely in the 
dark when it came to policing 
at the G20 summit. 

The review by retired jus¬ 
tice John Morden finds the 
police services board didn’t 
ask enough questions of the 
police chief, wrongly believ¬ 
ing it couldn’t seek informa¬ 
tion on operational matters. 

Some members of the 
board blamed Chief Bill Blair 
for being secretive but the re¬ 


port faults the board for fail¬ 
ing to get the information it 
should have had. 

Morden says the board 
had far too little time — just 
four months — to prepare for 
the June 2010 summit, which 
was marred by vandalism and 
the arrest of more than 1,100 
people. 

In effect, the report, which 
makes 38 recommendations, 
found the board became “a 
mere bystander in a process 
it was supposed to lead.”

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Greek police make arrests 
in fake-euro-coin scam 


Bosnia. Karadzic acquitted 
on one charge of genocide, 
trial continues

Police in northern Greece 
have arrested two men 
accused of making tens of 
thousands of counterfeit two- 
euro coins. 

A Bulgarian man aged 
59 and a 41-year-old alleged 
Greek accomplice were ar¬ 
rested near Greece’s second 
largest city, Thessaloniki. 
Police were also seeking the 
arrest of a 40-year-old Greek 
man. 

Police seized thousands 
of nickel- and copper-alloy 
pieces used to make the 
coins. They also seized 
machinery that embeds 
the coins with the Greek 
national design. 

The arrests were made 
in Epanomi, 20 kilometres 
outside Thessaloniki. 

Police worked with the 
European Union’s crime¬ 
fighting agency Europol.

The Yugoslav war-crimes 
tribunal acquitted former 
Bosnian Serb leader Rado¬ 
van Karadzic of one charge 
of genocide Thursday but 
upheld 10 other war crimes 
counts. 

The counts all relate to 
atrocities in Bosnia’s bloody 
war. 

While the decision was a 
setback for prosecutors and 
angered survivors in Bos¬ 
nia, the 10 pending charges 
against Karadzic include an¬ 
other genocide count cover¬ 
ing his alleged involvement 
in the 1995 Srebrenica mas¬ 


sacre of 8,000 Muslim men 
and boys. 

The charge that was dis¬ 
missed Thursday covered the 
mass killings, expulsions and 
persecution by Serb forces of 
Muslims and Croats from Bos¬ 
nian towns early in the coun¬ 
try’s 1992-95 war. 

Judge Oh-Gon Kwon said 
prosecutors did not provide 
enough evidence to “be ca¬ 
pable of supporting a convic¬ 
tion of genocide in the (Bos¬ 
nian) municipalities.” 

The trial will continue 
later this year on the remain¬ 
ing counts.

Mall owner’s lawyer 
admits the collapse 
‘will undoubtedly 
lead to litigation' 


An array of accusations from 
local residents, death threats 
against a mall owner and the 
prospect of a class-action law¬ 
suit all collided in the after- 
math of a deadly roof collapse 
in Elliot Lake in northern On¬ 


tario Thursday, even as the 
province promised to scrutin¬ 
ize every angle of the tragedy.

A group of university students 
in Winnipeg are each send¬ 
ing 59 cents to Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper and they want 
other Canadians to do likewise. 

The students at the Can¬ 
adian School of Peacebuilding 
at the Canadian Mennonite 
University say that’s all it would 
cost every Canadian a year to 
restore health-care benefits to 
refugees.

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‘Generation rent’ choosing urban life 


New wave. U.S. city 
growth surpasses that 
of suburbia as young 
adults prefer to rent 


For the first time in a centuiy, 
most of America’s largest cities 
are growing at a faster rate than 
their surrounding suburbs. 

New 2011 census estimates 
released Thursday highlight 
the dramatic switch. 


Driving the resurgence are 
young adults, who are delaying 
careers, marriage and children 
amid college debt and persis¬ 
tently high unemployment. 

While economists tend to 
believe the city boom is tem- 
poraiy, that is not stopping 
many city-planning agencies 
and apartment developers from 
seeking to boost their appeal 
to the sizable demographic of 
18-to-29-year-olds. They make 
up roughly 1 in 6 Americans, 
and some sociologists are call¬ 


ing them “generation rent.” 

“I will never live in the sub¬ 
urbs,” said Jaclyn King, 28, who 
rents a house in Denver. “I just 
like being connected to every¬ 
thing down here — concerts, 
work, restaurants, all of it. This 
is where eveiything’s at.” 

The last time growth in big 
cities surpassed that in out¬ 
lying areas occurred prior to 
1920, before the rise of mass- 
produced automobiles spurred 
expansion beyond city cores. 
Businesses are taking notice. 


“There’s a bigger focus on 
building residences near trans¬ 
portation hubs, such as a train 
or subway station, because few¬ 
er people want to travel by car 
for an hour and a half for work 
anymore,” said Royal Shepard, 
an analyst with S&P Capital IQ. 

Sociologist Katherine New¬ 
man chronicled the financial 
struggles of young adults in a re¬ 
cent book. From 2009 to 2011, 
just nine per cent of 29-to-34- 
year-olds were approved for a 
first-time mortgage. 


“Young adults simply can’t 
amass the down payments 
needed and don’t have the 
earnings,” she said. “They will 
be renting for a very long time.” 

But some economists aren’t 
so certain “generation rent” 
will last, pointing to practical 
considerations such as better 
schools in suburbs, govern¬ 
ment tax breaks for home 
ownership and subsidies for 
travel in rural areas, as well as 
rapidly rising downtown rents.

Wildfires. Obama to tour 
worst-hit areas in Colorado 


Hundreds of homes have been 
destroyed by an out-of-control 
Colorado wildfire that has 
forced more than 30,000 people 
to flee, officials said Thursday. 

Tens of thousands of resi¬ 
dents of Colorado Springs took 
refuge with friends or family 
and crammed into hotels and 
shelters as army troops helped 
firefighters protect the U.S. Air 
Force Academy. No injuries or 
damage to the campus struc¬ 
tures were reported. 

The wildfire was one of 
many burning across the West 
that have destroyed structures 
and prompted evacuations in 
Montana and Utah. 

The White House said 
President Barack Obama will 
tour fire-stricken areas of Colo¬ 


rado on Friday and thank fire¬ 
fighters battling some of the 
worst fires to hit the region in 
decades. Colorado is also con¬ 
sidered a key battleground state 
in the presidential election. 

Officials said it was still too 
dangerous for investigators to 
begin tracking down the cause 
of the fire. The FBI said it was 
investigating whether the fires 
were deliberately set. 

Shifting winds have frustrat¬ 
ed firefighters trying to contain 
the 75-square-kilometre Waldo 
Canyon blaze in Colorado 
Springs. 

Gov. John Hickenlooper said 
he expected that Obama might

Wheat board. Harper 
government helpshoard 
compete with $349M 


The federal government is in¬ 
jecting cash into the Canadian 
Wheat Board to help it deal 
with new competition in an 
open market. 

Agriculture Minister Gerry 
Ritz says Ottawa will put up 
$349 million to help pay for 
the severance and pensions of 
former workers, computer sys¬ 
tems and other items. 

“Legacy costs would not 
help the CWB drive the Can¬ 
adian economy,” Ritz said 
Thursday in Winnipeg. 

“We want to make sure that 
it is a strong, viable option to 
allow Western Canadian farm¬ 
ers, now all farmers across 
Canada, with all commodities, 
to make use of this and help 
drive their own economies.” 

Wheat board president Ian 
White says the money will 
ensure the agency is ready for 
business come Aug. 1. 

“Farmers can move ahead 
now and sign CWB contracts 
with confidence, they can be 
assured that we are open for 
business and ready to serve 
them well in this new environ¬ 
ment as their trusted grain 
partner.” 

White added that most 
farmers “have indicated they 
want to do and continue to do 
business with the CWB.” 


Background 


The Canadian Wheat Board 
signed a grain-handling deal 
with Viterra last week. 


• Federal legislation ended 
the board's monopoly on 
western wheat and barley 
sales, and thus the board 
will, as of Aug. l, have to 
compete with grain hand¬ 
lers like Viterra for sales. 


The money is unlikely to 
silence critics who say the gov¬ 
ernment is killing the board. 

Ritz passed a law last year 
to strip the board of its mon¬ 
opoly over western wheat and 
barley sales as of Aug. 1. 

The move has divided 
farmers: Some say they can 
get higher prices in an open 
market, while others say the 
board’s monopoly prevented 
producers from competing 
against each other for sales. 

The change has also led to 
several court battles, includ¬ 
ing a Federal Court lawsuit 
by board supporters who are 
seeking $17 billion in damages 
and an order restoring the 
board’s monopoly.

Report. Canadian fishing industry rife with safety issues 


Fatigue, unsafe work practices 
and a lack of training continue 
to put fishermen at risk despite 
hundreds of safety investiga¬ 
tions and subsequent recom¬ 
mendations, the Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board said Thursday 
in a report. 

The independent agency 


launched a three-year safety 
investigation in 2009 into ac¬ 
cidents involving commercial 
fishing vessels. 

The board said it was con¬ 
cerned that on average 14 
people had died each year be¬ 
tween 1999 and 2008 in fishing 
accidents in Canada. 


In all, the report identifies 
10 significant safety issues the 
board says require immedi¬ 
ate improvement, including 
the use of life-saving devices 
such as life-jackets and immer¬ 
sion suits that are properly de¬ 
signed, fitted and maintained. 

“Hundreds of marine ac¬ 


cidents are reported to the 
(board) every year, but it’s 
those involving fishing vessels 
where we see the most fatal¬ 
ities,” lead investigator Glenn 
Budden said in press release. 

The investigation found 
that fishermen work fre¬ 
quently when they’re tired 


and often underestimate the 
risks of doing so. 

It also said training is 
often not practical or evalu¬ 
ated regularly, and that fish¬ 
ermen and their vessels are 
being put at risk through un¬ 
safe work practices.

Emma Stone has quickly be¬ 
come one of the most in-de¬ 
mand actresses in Hollywood. 
Since her breakout role in 
Superbad in 2007, she’s not 
only racked up a number of 
lead roles, such as in The Help 
and Easy A, but she’s also been 
nominated for a slew of awards 
for her work. Today, she sits 
atop a major comic book fran¬ 
chise with Andrew Garfield 
in the reboot of The Amazing 
Spider-Man. But she’s no role 
model, folks. 

“I don’t in any way shape, 
or form think that I’m any type 
of a role model or anything 
like that,” she says emphatic¬ 
ally.

Now that The Amazing Spider- 
Man is finally about to hit the¬ 
atres, it seems as though star 
Andrew Garfield will at last be 
able to get a full eight hours of 
sleep. 

“Fve been nervous for the 
last two years, it seems,” he ex¬ 
plains. “Every day, there’s been 
something that’s made me 
have to suppress shaking.” 

Clearly the British actor felt 
some pressure after taking up 
the mantel of Spidey that re¬ 
cently was worn by Tobey Ma¬ 
guire in the three installments 
that ran from 2002-2007. But 
it was Garfield’s personal con¬ 
nection to Marvel’s signature 


comic book character that got 
him all tied up in knots, so to 
speak, for the reboot. 

“We all have that one fic¬ 
tional character, at least, that 
we all care about so much,” he 
says. “If ever that opportunity 
came for any of us to play it, 
to serve it, do it justice, when 
that moment comes, you’re 
like, ‘I’m not allowed to sleep. 
I’m not allowed to think about 
anything else! I need to dedi¬ 
cate everything to this person 
that’s given me so much in my 
life that I want to give all of my¬ 
self to it.’” 

Garfield’s not the kind of ac¬ 
tor who comes off as disingenu¬ 
ous — unless of course, it’s in 
the script. But his naturally 
quiet, smart, somewhat befud¬ 
dled nature comes across in his 
iteration of Spider-man, who’s 
more fidgety and anxious than 
the Spideys before him. That as¬ 
pect of the masked hero’s DNA 
was what Garfield held on to. 

“That was how I always felt 
growing up — I felt like an 
underdog. I was a skinny kid. 
I always thought I should have 
been bigger for some reason, 
because society tells you that,” 


Staying grounded 


Andrew Garfield has made 
a vow that he’ll audition for 
every role he’s interested 
in — an unconventional 
practice for well-established 
actors. “I’ve had to work for 
everything that I’ve been 
a part of and this is what’s 
satisfying about it, because 
you know that they really 
looked at everyone, and you 
are the right person for that 
particular story.” 


he says. “I played rugby, and 
I was good at it but I got con¬ 
cussed all the time because I 
was a weakling. So that was 
something that I identified 
with for Peter, because he felt 
stronger on the inside than he 
did on the outside... and there’s 
nothing better than seeing a 
skinny guy beat the crap out of 
big guys.” 

A weakling, he might have 
been at one time, but Garfield 
will be poised for superstardom 
should this reboot of Spider- 
Man franchise take off.

Oliver Stone is no stranger to 
controversial topics — or con¬ 
troversial films. In his latest, 
Savages, he takes on the on¬ 
going, bloody Mexican drug 
war, with kidnapping and vio¬ 
lence erupting when a cartel 
attempts a hostile takeover of 
two Stateside growers (Aaron 
Johnson and Taylor Kitsch) and 
the girlfriend they share (Blalce 
Lively). 

How do you go about ap¬ 
proaching such a real, current 
and de ly topic with a 
fictional film? 

Well, we’re based on a book, 


so this is not a Traffic-lilce ap¬ 
proach docudrama about the 
situation. We really took on 
a hypothetical fiction. This 
movie was about a situation 
that could happen but hasn’t 
happened, which is that a car¬ 
tel would move in on some 
niche, boutique growers, in¬ 
dependent growers who grow 
high-grade product here in the 
United States. 

What are your own feelings 
about the drug war? 

Well, you’d have to go back to 
1969. Why do you have to de¬ 
clare a war on drugs? I didn’t 
understand it, and I don’t know 
why America loves the concept 
of war — war in Vietnam, war 
in Iraq, war in Afghanistan. It’s 
just endless wars. By fighting 
a war you put a huge amount 
of money in, the budgets go 
up and a lot of corruption en¬ 
sues. That’s the histoiy of war. 
Not only that but America has 
screwed itself by creating a 
prison system that’s out of con¬ 
trol and a Drug Enforcement 
Agency that is well beyond in¬ 


sane in terms of creating scen¬ 
arios. And you have also hurt 
Mexico deeply because you 
created corruption on a huge, 


vast scale in Mexico as well as 
driving up the price of herbs 
like marijuana. It could cost a 
lot less. 


What about the prospect of 
marijuana legalization in the 
States? 

I don’t see much progress 


recently, with the Obama ad¬ 
ministration going against it. 
The California state laws are 
far more liberal and hopefully 
will prevail in the progres¬ 
sive movement, but with an 
election? Forget it. Stupidity 
rules. It’s the lowest common 
denominator. At the very least, 
decriminalization. How about 
that? Let’s empty the prison 
population, which is enor¬ 
mous in this countiy. 

Of course, marijuana isn’t 
the only drug fueling this 
situation. 

How about differentiating 
marijuana from cocaine? Let’s 
start with scientific analyses 
about marijuana and its true ef¬ 
fect. That would be a veiy sane 
place to start this argument. 
Cocaine is another version of 
another kind of thing, and I 
do think it should be medic- 
alized as well because there’s 
huge amounts of money to be 
made otherwise. So if it could 
be taxed and medicalized and 
used sanely, it would make 
sense.

Liz Phair might not be used 
to the luxuries of promoting 
a major motion picture. 

“Can I steal a water? I lost 
mine somewhere along the 
way,” she asks, eyeing a tray 
of drinks on a side table in a 
suite at the Four Seasons. 

“This is so much easier 
than my normal life. I love 
this. Rock and roll is, like, 
way worse,” she confides. 
“If I were doing any kind of 
stuff gearing up for a release, 
it would be like phoners to 
death, just on and on and on, 
you’d do 50 million of them.” 

After nearly three decades 
in the rock world, Phair finds 
herself in Hollywood for the 
first time, penning Dotted 
Line, the closing track for 
Alex Kurtzman’s People Like

new territory for Phair — and 
that’s just how she likes it. 

“The whole way along, 
I felt like I’d stumbled into 
something where I was out of 
my depth, which is my favor¬ 
ite thing,” she says. “I throw 
myself into the deep end of 
the pool all the time, but it’s 
always scary.” 

What was scary, it turns 
out, was seeing an earlier ver¬ 
sion of the movie at a Dream¬ 
works screening room with 
Kurtzman in tow. The writer- 
director had approached her 
early on in the process, Phair 
remembers. 

“Alex called me almost a 
year and half before it was 
finished. I didn’t know what 
he wanted with me. I was 
like, ‘Sure, I’ll go to lunch at 


Dreamworks,”’ she says with 
a laugh and a shrug. “He said 
that he’d been listening to my 
music when he was tiying to 
write the character of Frankie 
(played by Elizabeth Banks), 
and that my rock persona 
helped him get into her. And 
damned if he didn’t hit every 
one of my issues in the film. 

“I didn’t hear from him 
for many months, and then 
he called and said, ‘Do you 
want to see a cut?”’ she re¬ 
members. 

And so it was back to 
Dreamworks. 

“I bawled my eyes out in 
a dark room with these two 
men who were completely 
unmoved — they were like, 
‘We should start this shot 
sooner,”’ she says. 

People Like Us follows two 
adults (Banks and Chris Pine) 
as they discover that they 
are half-siblings after their 
father, a successful rock pro¬ 
ducer, passes away. And that 
character, who looms over 
the story without actually be¬ 
ing in it, is a familiar one to 
Phair. 

“There are so many broken 
people in music, but they’re 
doing something beautiful 
with that brokenness,” she 
says.

Ellie Black is going where no 
Nova Scotia female gymnast 
has gone before — to the 
Summer Olympics. 

The 16-year-old from Hali¬ 
fax was named to the five- 
member Canadian Olympic 
women’s artistic gymnastics 
team on Thursday night fol¬ 
lowing a selection camp in 
Gatineau, Que. 

She’ll join eight other 
Nova Scotian athletes in Lon¬ 
don. 

“I’m very excited,” Black 
said in a phone interview 
shortly after the roster was 
announced. 

“To be able to go there 
with a full team from Canada 
and get that experience is 
going to be great. I’m really 
looking forward to it.” 

Black had a first-place fin¬ 
ish on vault and a second- 
place finish on beam this 


week in Gatineau, as well as 
sixth-place all-around score. 
Overall, she placed fifth in 
points among 11 hopefuls. 

But because she finished 
outside the top four, she 
didn’t earn an automatic spot 
on the Olympic team and 
was forced to wait four hours 
while a Gymnastics Canada 
committee pored over the 
numbers to decide who was 
best suited for the final spot. 

While that wait might 
sound excruciating, Black 
said she was tied up in drug 
testing for two hours and 
spent the other two grabbing 
a bite to eat with her coach, 
Fall River’s David Kikuchi, a 
two-time Olympian himself. 

“It wasn’t so bad for me.... 
Dave was a little more nerv¬ 
ous,” she said with a laugh. 
“He was waiting for it and 
checking every five minutes 
.... I was kind of like, I wonder 
when I’m going to know? But 
I’m veiy happy.” 

Black was not expecting to 
go to the Olympics this year, 
but had a breakthrough sea¬ 
son, starting in April with a 
double-gold performance at 
a World Cup event in Croatia. 

The Olympic artistic gym¬ 
nastics event runs July 28- 
Aug. 2 and Aug. 5-7.

Sidney Crosby’s superstitious 
nature and desire to win an¬ 
other Stanley Cup appear to 
have worked in favour of the 
Pittsburgh Penguins. 

While the $104.4-million 
US, 12-year contract exten¬ 
sion he agreed to on Thurs¬ 
day is clearly a massive haul, 
the NHL’s most recognizable 
player could certainly have 
fetched more. Consider that 
the new deal will carry the ex¬ 
act same $8.7-million annual 
cap hit as his current one.

He’s the only NHL player who 
wears No. 87 on his sweater 
and if he plays through the 
end of the extension, he will 
have enjoyed 17 seasons with 
an $8.7-million salary cap hit. 

Brisson acknowledged 
Thursday that the contract 
was structured to pay more in 
the front portion and Crosby 
would be 37 when it expires.

A tumultuous CFL off-season 
is over and a historic cam¬ 
paign is about to kick off. 
Let’s take a quick look at 
how the teams stack up in 
the chase for the 100th Grey 
Cup championship Nov. 25 
in Toronto. 

B.C. Lions. Defending 
Grey Cup champs lost head 
coach Wally Buono to the 
front office in the off-sea¬ 
son, but replacement Mike 
Benevides should make a 
smooth transition in filling 
the shoes of a legend. 

The Lions also lost de¬ 
fensive mainstays DL Brent 
Johnson, CB Davis Sanchez, 
LB Solomon Elimimian and 
DT Aaron Hunt. The champs 
are unlikely to repeat. 

Calgary Stampeders. 
The Stamps experienced sig¬ 
nificant upheaval over the 


winter, choosing to make 
major changes to the roster 
in an effort to get younger 
and quicker. 

The Stamps dealt for¬ 
mer CFL most outstanding 
player QB Henry Burris, 
and released both RB Jof- 
frey Reynolds and WR Ken- 
Yon Rambo. Key will be the 
emergence of new starting 
pivot Drew Tate, who as¬ 
sumed the No. 1 role late 
last season. 

Saskatchewan Rough- 
riders. After just five wins 
last season, the Riders not 
only brought in new head 
coach Corey Chamblin but 
also gutted much of their 
2011 roster. 

Now Chamblin has to 
hope QB Darian Durant, 
whose numbers slipped last 
season, can regain his form 
behind an improved O-line 
and the return of trust¬ 
worthy WR Rob Bagg. 

Edmonton Eskimos. 
Fans are fuming over the 
trade of QB Ricky Ray to 
Toronto, and it won’t take 
long to find out whether 
well-travelled pivot Steven 
Jyles can find a home in Ed¬ 
monton. 

The move opened up cap 
space for the Eslcs, but that 
doesn’t matter of Jyles falls 


on his face wearing Green 
and Gold. 

Edmonton fans have al¬ 
ways had great expectations 
but little patience. 

Montreal Alouettes. The 
Als’ defence was crushed 
in the East final last fall, 
forcing significant changes 
in the offseason. Montreal 
brought in new D co-ordin¬ 
ator Jeff Reinebold, who 
will likely implement a 3-4 
defence.

Under the guidance of 
new head coach Scott Milan- 
ovich, the former Montreal 
offensive co-ordinator, the 
Argos offence should be bet¬ 
ter than in recent years.
